General Dwight D. Eisenhower, Oct. 14, 1 890 - Ma 
34th President of the United States 


ter graduating from high school. Ap¬ 
pointed to West Point Military Academy 
in 1910, graduating in 1915 as a second 
lieutenant. 

He was an army officer for 37 
years; a lieutenant colonel during World 
War I. After the Pearl Harbor attack, he 
was a brigadier general in London plan¬ 
ning basic strategy of a European Theatre 
of Operations. He was a lieutenant gen¬ 
eral in command of the Western Al¬ 
lies Invasion in North Africa which forced 
German and Italian troops in Tunisia to 
surrender. Chosen Supreme Commander 
of the Allied Forces in December, 1943, 
he led the most gigantic military assault 
in history ( Normandy Invasion, June 6 , 
1944) sweeping on through Europe. In 
December 1944, he was made a five star 
general of the Army. In May 1945, he 
returned to the United States to serve as 
Chief of'Staff for 3 years. He was presi¬ 
dent of Columbia University in 1948; two 
years later he went back into uniform as 
Supreme Commander of the North Atlan¬ 
tic Treaty Organization. 

Nominated on the first ballot by 
the Republican party at the convention in 
1952, he was elected, almost receiving 
34, 000, 000 votes. He became the 34th 
President of the United States on Janu¬ 
ary 20, 1952, was re elected for another 
term in 1956.

IF YOU CHOOSE NOT TO DRINK 

Take time to look honestly at your 
own attitudes. There's no need to hide 
from the fact that you' re abstaining be¬ 
cause your parents prefer it, because 
you' re not confident of how you might 
behave when drinking, or simply because 
you don't like the taste or effect.

Respect the drinker 1 s choice to drink 

Try sincerely to give the person 
who drinks the same acceptance you want 
from him. If you can't - if you sneer or 
argue or shake your head sadly - you're 
backing him into a corner. His next move 
may be to fight his way out, probably by 
embarrassing you for your decision to 
abstain. 

IF YOU CHOOSE TO DRINK: 

Obey the laws concerning drinking 

In most States, the "legal drink¬ 
ing are "refers to the sale or serving of 
alcohol in a public place. Usually this 
does not apply to drinking in a private 
home or other nonpublic place. This is 
not true everywhere; the laws vary. 
Some States do prohibit serving alcohol 
in homes to people under 21. A few States 
do permit the sales of alcoholic bever¬ 
ages to anyone over 18. Find out about 
the laws in your State, your county, and 
your community. 

Don't abuse yourself when you drink 


losing control of their behavior. They 
try to make it a habit to eat while drink¬ 
ing. They don't drink when they "need" 
one, saying "No, thanks" if they're over¬ 
tired, anxious, depressed. They can en¬ 
joy themselves without an alcoholic be¬ 
verage, too. 

F ace the risks of drinking too much 

Look clearly at the possibilities. 
At least, drunkenness may cause em¬ 
barrassment and a hangover. At the 
most, drunkenness may create trggic 
situations: a driver smashes up a car 
and is crippled ... a group of young 
people destroy property andaré arrested 
as delinquents ... a young man and 
woman go beyond petting and must face 
the consequences of an unwanted preg¬ 
nancy. True, these tragedies also accur 
when people are sober, but the risks are 
higher when people drink too much. 

Respect the attitudes of nondr inkers 

Do you only talk about this, or 
have you worked out practical ways to 
show your respect? If your date is a 
nondrinker, could you make him or her 
feel more comfortable by drinking only 
ginger ale or cola that evening? If your 
family is planning a holiday party, could 
you add a nonalcoholic punch to the menu 
for the nondrinkers ? 


Drunkenness is abusing yourself. 
Drinking to show off, or to take a dare, 
is abusing yourself. Driving immediate¬ 
ly after drinking any alcoholic beverage 
is abusing yourself. So is drinking if you 
feel you "need a drink"; this may lead to 
lifelong dependence on alcohol or even, 
for some people, to alcoholism. 

Understand how to use alcohol wisely 

Watch people who use alcohol 
moderately, successfully. They may 
have a drink or two to slow down and re¬ 
lax, to increase their pleasure in social¬ 
izing with others, to enjoy the flavor of 
the beverage and of good food. They 
drink slowly, sipping the beverage, ne¬ 
ver gulping it. They space out their 
drinks and limit themselves to the few 
drinks they know they can handle without
